Could I se Them Fur Ri irgaining Purposes

The Russians came to the recent ¡ 
Geneva conference with a concrete i 
concession and the Chinese Reds! 
have done the sanie thing. 
The announcement of the re­ 
lease Of J! American fliers from 1 
Red lm prison men! Indicates that j 
they have 'been held all along, as i 
was suspected until they could be 
used to bargain with. 
It also mean* that the Chinese 
have joined negotiations with a 
definite purpose extending far be­ 
yond the matter of release of all 
of the 51 Americans who has e been 
held. 


Ne Broad Issues Yat 
It does not mean that they are 
ready tu seriously and sincerely j 
negotiate the broad Issues affecting 
relations with the United States. | 
any more than Russian entry Into j 
the 
atorm-for-peace 
pail 
meant 
they were ready for broad Euro»1 
pean issues at this time. 
The pattern in the Far Eastern 


negotiations, however, appears to 
be very similar, with the Reds 
aiming at future conferences and 
perhaps ready to freeze the hall of 
International byplay as has been 
done in Europe. 
It seems likely now that the other 
40 Americans w ill he permitted to 
come home in return, for an agree­ 
ment to negotiate political issues. 


laalie < lonely Tied 
Chief of these from the Western 
standpoint is Formosa, flanked hv 
Red violations of the Indochina and 
Korean fruces. These issues are 
almost as closely tied together as 
were European collective security 
and German reunification at the 
Big Four meeting, since any ar­ 
rangement regarding F o r n o i i 
would depend 
upon re-establish­ 
ment of goodwill in the cases of 
the other truces. 
From fto* Red standpoint. F or»-- 
moxa, trade and United Nations 
membership are the big issues. 
One Red demand cannot be met. 
That is for acquisition of Formosa. 


On the other Issues there is room 
for negotiation, with the United 
Stales offering concessions in re­ 
turn for guarantees of a nonwar 
policy in Peiping. 


Can't Bargain Form osa 


There are numerous reasons why 
the United States cannot offer For­ 
mosa in return for peace. Two of 
them are paramount. One is that 
the United States, allied with the 
Chinese Nationalists, cannot ethic­ 
ally bargain, their downfall. 
For the other, you only have to 
remember what happened in the 
Philippines on the day of Pearl 
llai'kmr. 
Japanese1 bombers and fighter*' 
came out of Form o» and left 
Clark Field a shamble*. Formosa 
was more important to the Japan­ 
ese than it would be now that 
planes could easily fly from the 
Chinese mainland. But planes and 
boats b e a d e d for Manila today 
would have to pas*, not spring 
from, Formosa.
